have already been confirmed in grade of Second Division/ 
Uoper Division Clerk or Third Division /Lower Division 
Clerk or have been confirmed or are eligible to be con- 
firmed in super-numerary posts of equivalent scales of 
pav in offices participating in Central Secretariat Service; 
and (b) Persons who have been continuously holding 
posts of clerks (Upper or Lower Division) or category 
‘C’ posts of Central Secretariat Service (i.e. posts of As- 
sistant) in offices participating in Central Secretariat 
Service from a date prior to 30th April 1955. Other condi- 
tions of eligibility for admission to the examination re- 
main unaltered. Last date for applications from the above 
candidates is 10th October 1955. The examination will 
commence on 28th November 1955, as already announced.
